In a previous letter we have 
seen that the House of Commons 
is the dominant body of the Legis- 
lature. To say that, hardly con- 
veysto Americans who are accus- 
tomed to a careful division of 
power among the various braches 
of Government an adequate idea 
of the enormous preponderance 
in the affairs of tha country: 
possessed by this House. Every 
aot of government, small or great, 
is performed by Ministers who 
hold the positions by virtue of 
the support of the House of Com- 
mong, and who must leave office 
the moment it disapproves of any 
one of them. The House of Com- 
mone can investigate any depart- 
ment of the government, or any 
official action of any Minister. It 
can oblige any civil servant to 
appear and give evidence as to the 
way the business is managed. Its 
power is as great as that of the 

President and Congresa of the 
United Stateg rolled into one. 
The result is curious in one 
way. The United States system 
affords a great variety of methods 
of using men of political talent. 
A man can be elected President 
who has never been elected to 
anything else. Men often are 
appointed Cabinet Ministers who 
never have been elected at all, 


that for the President is over- 
poweringly important. ~ . 

In Canada, on the other hand, 
there is practically only one door 
whereby a man can enter Dom- 
inion politics. He must get elect- 
ed a member of the House o 
Commons. If he wishes to be 
Premier, an office which corres- 
pands in point of view with that 
of the President, he must be a 
member of the House of Com- 
mons. If he wishes to be a Cab- 
inet Minister he must be a mem- 
ber of Parliament. - Elect a man 
to the House of Commons, and 
you put him in a position to be- 
come if he is able enough and 
fortunate enough, one of the 
rulers of the nation. Everything 
centres in the House of Commons. 
Consequently our election of 
members to the House of Com- 
mons is our great political event; 
in reality it is of more importance 
to us than the election of the 
President is to the United States.

paid from the party standpoint. 
In England about twenty-five 
years ago effort. was made to 
manage both parties from outside 
Parliament by holding annual 
conventions of party workers,but 
this merely resulted in the mem- 
bers of Parliament managing the 
convention. Neither the British 
nor the Canadian constitution is 
favorable to the appearance of a 
Boss. The leaders who make 
speeches in the House and are 
reported in the newspapers are 
the real leaders. That is one 
great advantage which resides in 
the British system. 


Mr. George H. Bradbury, M.P. 
for Selkirk, has been in town 
looking after some business for 
his constituents. 
conversation with him that much 
concern is felt locally over the 
repeated efforts of certain per- 
sons to obtain fishing rights in 
Lac Du Bonnet, a lake expansion 
of the Winnipeg river. This 
rather small stretch of water is of 
exceptional importance in the 
fishery situation in the West, 
owing to the fact that it is the 
breeding ground of the sturgeon, 
a fish which has become exceed- 
ingly valuable. It has been up to 
the present time kept free from 
fishermen. While this is partly 
due to Mr. Bradbury’s campaign 
on behalf of the fishermen, the 
feeling that it should be preserv- 
ed unmolested is so strong that 
the Liberal Associations of Win- 
nipeg and Selkirk have passed 
resolutions protesting against the 
granting of any license to fish 
there. However, persons to whom 
the Liberal party is under con- 
siderable obligations'are exceed- 
ingly anxious to obtain such a 
license, which would be worth 
anywhere from $40,000 or $50,00C 
upwards. One of these applicants 
is understood to be William Hep- 
burn, formerly of Aylmer, Ont.; 
another of the group itis under- 
stcod is ‘“Roddy’’ Maclennan of 
Winnipeg, who by the way was 
in Ottawa at the time of Mr. 
Bradbury’s visit. 

‘‘Personally I have no fear as 
to the result,’’ said Mr. Bradbury, 
“as I am relying upon the honour 
of the Minister of Marine and 
Fisheries; he gave me a definite 
promise in the House that no 
license should be granted in Lac 
du Bunnet until the report of the 
Commission appointed to investi- 
gate these fisheries has been re- 
ceived, So far from it having re- 
ported, no evidence has been 
given by the settlers at Lac du 
Bonnet, and the Commission,as a 
matter of fact, is in a disorganiz- 
ed condition owing to the 
resignation of Mr. Thomas H. 
Metcalfe on being elevated to the 
Bench.”

Houses Blown To Pieces. 

Details are just to hand of the 
awful havoc wrought by a cyclone 
which visited Golden Valley, 
eight miles south of Lloydminster. 
What was formerly a prosperous 
valley filled with the homesteads 
of prosperous settlers with well 
built houses and extensive im- 
provements, is to-day a picture 
of desolation and ruin which 
beggars description. The storm 
struck Lloydminster in the even- 
ing and for an hour the lightning 
never ceased, while the thunder 
rolled and the rain came down 
in torrents, simply flooding the 
town and locality. 

The storm seemed to come 
from the west and visited Ver- 
million and other points in Al- 
berta and could be seen from

Carl Rosa, a son of 
the famous _ English operatic 
singer of that name, and who is 
farming in the locality, had .the 
roof of'his barn torn -completely 
off and has lost all trace of it 
whilst a disc and . harrow ~were 
tossed about like corks, 

One man built a new house a 
few days before but has now lost 
all trace of it as it has disap- 
peared completely. A farmer 
proceeding home was ove? taken 
by the storm and whilst the wind 
noticeably accelerated the speed 
of his team, it was only by his 
hanging on to a friendly tree 
that he escaped. 

The farmers are rebuilding and 
in a short space of time it is likely 
that all traces of the cyclone will 
have disappeared,

‘Their Uso’ Was Quite Common,’ Téo, 

‘and Not Confined to Fops and Dan- 
dies—Double. Muffs. Were Once In 
Vogue—Extremes of Style In Sizes. 


Muffs were invented for the use of a 
man. ‘At Jeast so the legend goes.’ ‘It 
seems a classic shade found the alr of 
‘the world ‘so beastly cold’ when he ‘re- 
ascended to earth after his death that 
‘his hands were almost frozen. : 

Consequently it was decreed that the 
slayer of the poor young gentleman 
should ‘kill enough: .sables—evidently 
sables were appreciated even in those 
early days—to make.a covering for the 
frosted fingers. He did {t, and that 
was the origin of the muff. 

Even if one is: not prepared to ac- 
cept this account of ‘the first muff as 
authoritative there {s one thing that is 
certain. It is only..{n. very. modern 
times that muffs have been the exclu- 
sive property of women. Up to. the 
third qnarter of the .eighteenth cen- 
tury men were quite as addicted -to 
them as women were... - 7s 

In the wardrobe accounts of Henry, 
prince of Wales, for 1608 the prices of 
two muffs are set down. The most ex- 
pensive cost £7, ‘a; very big sum in 
those days, and is described as being 
made of cloth of ‘silver wrought with 
purls, plates and Venice twists of sil- 
ver and gold. The other was a com- 
paratively plain one of black satin em- 
broidered with black silk, and {ts price 
was proportionately Jess, only 60 shil- 
.Ungs. * a} . 
At the time of Charles I and Charles 
TI. there was a curious fashion of dou- 
ble muffs, a small one for each hand. 
something like a big‘loose ¢uff. The 
single or ordinary. muffs carried by the 
English ladies of Hollar’s etchings are 
of medium size and made entirely of 
smooth fur, arranged,,as a rule, with 
the hair running round the muff. 

At the extreme end of the century. 
after the advent of William of Orange. 
men’s muffs were still small and were 
generally suspended from a ribbon 
round the neck, but in 1703 {t seems to 
have been more usual to loop the muff 
to-a coat button. There is a wiiely 
prevalent idea, I-think, that masculine 
‘mnoff..wearers invariably, belonged to 
‘the dandy class—the fops, beaus and 
macaronies—but this was not actually 
the case, although. the farhion~ was 
certainly scoffed at by some contempo- 
rary writers, ~° ©! : 

Staid and.elderly gentlemen carried 
muffs, habitually. For instance, Dr. 
Josiah Tucker, dean of. Gloucester and 
a famous political economist, was 80 
attached,to his huge fur muff that. he 
carried it even when officiating at the 
cathedral services. Englishmen, how- 
ever, do not seem ever to have favored 
lace frilled muffs such as were affected 
by Frenchmen during the early part of 
the eighteenth century, but. contented 
themselres with trimmings of ribbon 
bows, adornments quite sufficiently ef- 
feminate, one would think. ; 

Muffs, both Indies’. and’ gentlemen's, 
varied much in size at different times 
from the reign of Queen Anne onward. 
In 1710 they were very tiny, but grew 
somewhat larger during the following 
couple ,of-decades. In 3740. however. 
they, had decreased again, and a Jittle 
later’ Horace’ Walpole writes of send- 
ing George, Montagu “a decent sinall- 
ish muff that you may put in your 
pocket, and it cost but 14. shillings.” 
But by 1760 both sexes were carrying 
such capacious muffs that pet dogs 
were often concealed in thelr warm re- 
cesses. About this time, by the way, 
muffs made of feathers were intro- 
duced by reason, it is sald, of an un- 
usual scarcity of furs in.the market. 

In 1786 ladies’ muffs—men, except 
such eccentric fogies as Dean Tocker, 
had by. this time given up. wearing 
such things—were decidedly diminu- 
tive. However, at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century they wére again of 
monster. proportions and so continued 
for. about:thirty years. | >. 

Two muffs‘of the year ‘1800 shown in 
a fashion: plate of that year are of 
long, shaggy fur, and in the print one 
is colored yellow and basa bow of 
purple ribbon in the center, while the 
other is deep brown. and has no trim- 
ming. Another buge muff of rough, 
dark fur is shown in a set of faghion 
plates for 1803. ; 

.A few years nearer our own time the 
modish muff was large, ‘flat and so 
widely open at the ends that it could 
huve afforded but scanty;protection to 
the wrists. One example was made of 
ermine,'a fur which was in bigh favor 
from this time up to-the mid-Victorian 
perlod.—London Queen.

Some Points by a: Successful Breeder. 
i A Champion: Yorkshire. : 

A successful swine breeder says of 
keeping bogs healthy: rip 
+ A very. ‘Important. consideration is 
sunshine and exercise, and without 
both of these I have never been -able 
to have success, I have too often seen 
hogs cramped into a Ittle, dark, filthy. 
fen for fattening.’ I find it most prof- 
{table to give-my hogs good’ range at 
all times, whether feeding to fatten or 
not. It will sometimes: happen that. 
cholera will get into the whole nelgh- 
bodhood, and fp such an event 1 would 
try to keep my herd. as far from the 
adjoining neighbor as possible and use 
an abundance of a good disinfectant 
about the. grounds and a little in the 
water. Infact, this will do no harm 
in health.. _But should: cholera get 
started in my: herd the first ‘thing 1 
would do. would be to kill and burn 
the, sick ones, taking them away from 
the others for the. operation. I have 
tried to cure a few cases, but always 
failed. and lost money, by allowing 
them to stay on the farm. = - 
_ The feeding of swine {fs a great ques- 
tion and can be mastered only’ by ex- 
perience.’ Hogs to ‘be» healthy must 
have a variety of food—grains, roots 
and forage... The condition, of the hog 
should govern the kind and. quantity. 
Different conditions would suggest dif- 
ferent methods, and therefore it is not 
safe to Jay down any fron bound rules. 

The question of water is also a’ very 
great one, and one that, -from my ob- 
servation, {s often neglected. Some 
think tHat.any kind of hole will do 
for hogs, and consequently they are 
Jeft to drink from the hole that they 
wallow in, This, J think, is one of the 
main causes of sickness in hogs. The

is full of disease: germs, and the hog, 
taking this foul water into its stomach, 
fs. bound to sooner or later become 
diseased.

FEEDING THE FLOCK. 


{rregularity In This Work Means Loss 
‘ In Fat and Flesh. 

A good observer of sheep and lambs 
bas made the remark that sheep are 
excellent timekeepers. They have no 
alarm clocks of their own, but seem to 
keep the sense of time very clearly in 
their minds, so clearly, in fact, that if 
you are disposed to be somewhat Ir- 
regular In your hours of doing your 
farm work it would be best for you: to 
invest in an alarm clock for your own 
use. In such a case you can safely 
charge the fnvestment which ‘the clock 
represents up to the flock. 

It will pay you back~with Interest. 
In other words, there is perhaps no 
other animal that {s more gensitive 
about being fed on time each day than 
{s your fattening lamb or sheep. Notise, 
confusion—anything, In fact, which an- 
nhoys and distresses the flock means 
the loss of good money making fat and 
flesh to you. No one should be al- 
lowed ‘to have any part In the handling 
of the flock who is In the ‘habit of los- 
ing. bis temper or who Is rough in man- 
ner or speech when working about the 
flock. : 

As a matter of fact, so important ts 
this matter of sheep feeding that you 
cannot so much as show a stranger 
about the shed where the sheep are 
belng fed without the act costing you 
fn good hard money from the loss of 
flesh which the distraction of the sen- 
sitive anima! will produce. bd 


Ventilating the Dalry Barn. 

'_ Kvery barn should have a system of 
fiues or, !f they are too expensive, 
cotton windows. More trouble of gar- 
get and udder disease results from 
sudden drafts than from any other 
causes. In the outgoing flue the area 
should be {n proportion to the number 
of cows, about one square foot to a 
cow, and should be opened at the top ! 
of the barn. Inside the barn the open- 
ing in summer should be up high and 
in the winter lower down. The in- 
coming flues. should have the same 
area, but there should be more of ! 
them, necessarily making them small- | 
er. The alr should come in from the! 
outside neor the sills and {nto the 
baro from under the eaves.—Professor 
H. B. Cook, Lewis County, N. Y.

CONCRETE SILOS. ~~ 


Fireproof and Practically Frost Proof 
When Properly Constructed. =. 

It {s desirable to prevent the freez- 
ing. of: silage in the silo during cold 
weather as far as possible, and the silo 
of a construction to prevent freezing 
to the Jargest degree is the preferable 
one, other things being equal, says a 
bulletin issued by the Jowa experi- 
ment station. It is difficult. to make a 
comparison between the merits of the 
various types of silos in this respect 
owing to the inability to find them un- 
der like conditions.. Freezing of silage 
{s due to loss of heat, first, through the 
silo wall and, second, to the alr in con- 
tact. with the feeding, surface. :, The 
first loss may be reduced by using a 
nonconducting wall in the silo and the 
second :by preventing the ‘circulation 
of alr above the silage In the silo. 

It may be ‘Impartially sald. that as 
far as the prevention of freezing of si- 
lage 1s concerned ‘the stave, stone, sin- 
gle wall brick and concrete silos-are of 
equal merit. When ‘properly made. 
howevet, the double wall concrete silo 
is’ perbaps the most nearly frost proof 
of all. . The. conducting  material,. be- 
tween the walls consists only In small 
metal tles, und the circulation of air 
may be cut off by. the Insertion of hort- 
vontal tar. paper partitions, When the 
top of the silo is open and a free clr- 
culation of air perinitted {it is almost 
impossible to prevent the surface from 
freezing In severe weather. A _ per- 
sonal investigation of silos in cold

weather proved conclusively that those 
provided with a tight rvof did not con- 
tain nearly’ as much frozen. silage as 
those left open. 

The freezing-of silage does not nec. 
essarily mean a luss, as it may be 
thawed out and made ft for feeding 
and when properly attended to need not 
rot or mold.- The frozen siluge may be 
often thuwed by mixing witb the 
warm silage at ‘the center of the silo. 
It fs generally considered dangerous 
to feed frozen silage. : 

In order‘to Pecure a first class con- 
crete silo it is necessary that good ma- 
terlals, well mixcd+in, tbe right. pro- 
portions, be used’ In prepuring the con- 
crete and that the, ‘whole, be skillfully 
handled. If these requirements are 
fulfilled the writers upon‘ investigation 
are confident that nu’ ‘better: silo can 
be erected than one constructed of 
concrete, The investigations, how- 
ever, would indicate that it ts not ad- 
visable for the man with no experi 
ence with concrete construction to at- 
tempt the building of a concrete silo 
The expense Involved ts too great for 
the individual farmer who has not 


‘previously constructed buildings of 


concrete to experiment. The work 
should be turned over to the concrete 
contractor under 2 guarantee that only 
a first class sHo be built. 

Among the desirable features of the 
concrete silo or any masonry silo may 
be mentioned that it {fs essentially 
fire proof. A silo was found In use in 
Wisconsin which bad withstood a fire

How Long Are Cows Profitable? 

In my opinion, a milk cow remains 
valuable as long as she breeds and 
continues to give enough milk and. but- 
ter fat to pay a reasonable dividend 
over and above cost of keep. The old. 
est cow I have is nine years old, and 
Téon’t remember baving kept any un. 
til. older. I find my cows after their 
eighth year begin to taper off in quan- 
tity of milk produced, though they 
would last longer if they had not 
been “crowded” so hard in former 
years. My experience and observation 
of Holstein cows lead me to believe 
that the decrease {s gradual from the | 
high point of efficiency, much as the | 
increase from “helferhood” on {s grad- | 
ual, but that the period of lactation -is 
not shortened In the slightest. 

I belleve a good cow. one that has 
paid gocd dividends all her life, should | 
be kept until she can no longer pay for | 
ber feed. And if she bas been an ex- 
ceptional cow she should be kept as 
long as she will breed. as calves from 
such a’ cow have every chance to be- 
come as good as or better than the dam, 
and great cows are not as yet very 
conimon.—R. B. Young in Farmers’ 
Review.

en a pin and use for stopper. Make a 
lend from trough back into well. If 
your stock fails to drink all the wa- 
ter pumped into the trough remove 
stopper and water will run back {nto 
well. Your trough will then never be 
full of frozen water. _ 


Feeding the Brood Mare. 

The brood mare should be lIberally 
fed, but not to excess. She should 
bave the best quality of well cured 
hay. oats and bran. Never feed hay 
that has become heated, nor musty 
oats or bran tbat has soured.

Here fs a Jest for the detecticn In an 
Aapertment of sewer gas: Saturate un- 
gluzed paper witb a solution of one 
troy ounce of pure acetate of lead in 
eight fuld ounces of rainwater.

The 
Presence of gas in any considerable | 
Quantity soon blackens the test paper.

LED THE WORL 


‘A VERITABLE BOY WONDER. 


This Marvel, a Master of Arts at 
Twelve, Died. When Only Twenty- 
two by His Own Sword, Which He 
Handed to a Defeated Foe. 


On July 3, 1583,-in a night-encounter 
in Mantua there died a- boy of twenty- 
two who In the Jast eight years of. his 
life was the wonder and admiration of 
the chivalry and learning of Europe. 
This was James~Crichton of Cluny, 
best known by the title given bém by. 
the French—the Adwmirable Crichton. 
~ He was' made a master of ‘arts: by- 
the University of St. Andrews \in his 
twelfth year. He knew all that ‘insti- 
tution of learning could teach” him 
when be was fourteen. At the age of 
fifteen. he met In: public debate.on all ¢ 
subjects many .of the best minds in 
France and vanquished them all. He 
knew. all“the learning of bis day. He: 
was a master of. twelve languages, He. 
bad a memory so wonderful that, hear- 
ing a discourse of any length, be was 
able afterward to repeat it word for 
word and duplicate every gesture of 
the speaker. He. was a poet, a musi- 
clan of excellence,-an athlete, a ‘horse- 
man,'a soldier of trusted command be- 
fere he was nineteen, a wonderful ac- 
tor, a swordsman of. extraordinary 
skill. 

Crichton’s family was‘ of consider- 


j able importance.and wealth and claim- 


ed royal descent. His father. was lord 
advocate first to Queen Mary and aft- 
erward.to King James V1.~ His. moth- 
er was the daughter of Sir James Stew- 
art. Members of both families were 
eminent in Scottish history. The boy 
James. Crichton was sent to grammar 
school at Perth He emerged..at. the 
age of ten and immediately entered 
the famous University of St. Andrews. 
The students there were divided into 
what were called circles, according. to 
the talent they exhibited. Crichton ad- 
vanced from one circle to another un- 
til, wien he was barely. past eleven, 
the university turned him ont: with the 
degree of master of arts. It was the 
custom of young men of the time’ to 
finish thelr educations by making: the, 
grand tour of Europe...Crichton, sup- 
plied with letters from his family and 
relatives to the nobles ‘of ‘the French: 
court, went to Paris first. 


His first action on arrival, was: to 


post.a challenge {n all parts of the 
city: offering to meet all comers ‘at the 
College of ‘Navarre in debate in any 
one of: twelre languages, “‘in any scl- 
ence, liberal art, discipline or faculty, 
whether practical or theoretic.” Such 
contests were common to the age, but 
the challenge, coming from a boy of 
fifteen, aroused deep interest. An im- 
Meuse crowd was present on the day 
appointed, A-dozen eminent philoso- 
phers and divines presented them- 
selves, Crichton, without the sem- 
blance of effort,“defeated: all who at- 
tempted to cope with him...He was. 
congratulated by the faculty of the 
college, and Henry JI., then the gay- 
est monarch In Europe, carried him 
off to bis-court. The next day. Crich- 
ton appeared In. the tourney and with 
consurnmate ease remained victor in™ 
that martial struggle. The king gave 
him an Important command in the 
army. He remained in France two 
Fears, dazzling the people with his 
accomplishments in every direction. 

Crichton went next to Rome and 
Venice. In the latter city his friends 
were Spcrone Speroni, one of the most’ 
learned names tn Italian Mterature; 
John Donati and Lorenzo: Massa, secre- 
tary to the republic of Venice. “Sev- 
eral of the Latin poems Crichton com-. 
posed iv this circle have, survived. 
He was introduced to the doge and 
the senate and in their presence deliv-. 
ered an oration so graceful and.elo- 
quent that, according to Imperalis, “he 
was esteemed a prodigy of nature.”: 
The Venetians were enraptured over 
his’ elegant. munners, his, learning and 
accomplishments. Crichton went. to 
Pudua to debate on the philosophy 
of Artstotle, then a subject absorbing’ 
the educated minds of. all Europe. 
The argument lasted three days, and 
the handsome young Scotchman was, 
an easy victor over all opponents. : 

At Mantua a‘famous Italian duelist 
Nived who had vanquished many an- 
tagoulsts. Crichton sent him a chal-. 
lenge and next day ran the Italian. 
through the body. The Duke of Man- 
tua engaged him as tutor for his son, 
Vincenzo di Gonzaza. The court of 
Montua wns celebrated for its patron- 
age of the Italian,drama. The finest 
troupe of actors in Europe, denominat- 
ed ! Gelosi, was attached to it. Crich- 
ton composed a species of comedy for 
the company, satirizing the weakness- 
es of the various occupations in Hfe, 
then andertook to sustain himself the 
Most promivent and difticult charac- 
ters In the piece. Even the actors 
were carried away with enthusiasm, 
s0 marvelous was Crichton’s acting. 

The young Duke Vincenzo, his pu- 
pil, was jeulous of Crichton, who 
found favor in the eyes of a beautiful 
young noblewoman whom Vincenzo had 
Wooed in vain.- One night Crichton, 
walking home through the streets, 
playing as he went along on his guitar, 
Was suddenly attacked by six masked 
men. He flung away the guitar, drew 
his sword and quickly killed two of. 
his antagonists, put two more to flight 
and disnrined the leader. The latter’s 
mask fell off. It was the young Duke 
Vincenzo. Crichton dropped .on_ his 
knee and presented his own sword to 
his pup! The duke took ft and thrust 
it through Crichton's body. He fell 
an his back dead.

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HEER blouses and sheath gowns have 
been jokingly called “back to nature” 
garments, but perhaps there is some 
truth in the name. Surely there is a 

trend toward unadorned simplicity. We have 
the tight-fitting gown, the one-piece dress, 
the sandal fad, the old-fashioned sun hat and 
now the comfortable, cool and artistic Byron 
collar. 

The “Gibson” collar, with its artificial 
height, is still with us. It is plainly fitted, 
and.the bones under the ears serve to pre- 
serve the unbroken line of the neck and 
shoulder. One of the beauties of low neck 
is that it reveals the curve from the ear to the 
top of the shoulder, and when a high collar is 
properly fitted and properly boned the curve 
is easily discovered. The ruche around the 
top merely serves to soften the line of the 
face. It does not in any way break the beau- 
tiful line, though it would were the collar a 
little lower. 

The turned-down collar, variously called 
Byron, Priscilla, Eton, is a device for com- 
fort, very becoming to some and very un- 
becoming to others. Here we have the line 
of the neck and shoulder totally concealed, 
but we have instead the curve of chin and 
throat. These low collars are made of many 
materials, although all of the same general 
cut. The tie worn may depend upon the 
material of the collar, although a black silk 


tie or bow is always proper, no matter how 
ornate the collar may be. This is true for 
the reason that these collars were never in- 
tended to be worn with formal gowns; at 
least, they have not yet been sufficiently ac- 
cepted to make such use for them quite 
“comme il faut.” They are particularly in- 
tended for shirtwaists and one or two piece 
morning dresses, and they will be useful for 
sctiocigiels in the fall, as they make a com- 
fortable and pretty finish to a one-piece 
cloth or serge frock. 

The collars of handkerchief linen and bits 
of precious lace are also used only for in- 
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formal occasions; with them it is 
allowable to wear a little bow made 
of lace or fine linen.” ° 

Handkerchiefs make charming col- F 
lars and bows of this type, particularly when 
combined with baby Irish or real valen- 
ciennes edging. 

Hand embroidery, too, turns a plain linen 
collar into a thing of beauty, and many of 
the prettiest are decorfted with English eye- 
let work. With these one may wear a little 
linen bow, also embroidered in eyelet. 

One beauty of the low collar is that it is 
the most becoming style of neckwear for the 
yotinger girl, the maiden who is just at the 
awkward age. For her the high collar is in- 
appropriate, and the band at the top of the 
dress is not a very attractive finish. She 
may, therefore, appropriately wear a broad 
low collar, whether it be of plain linen or em- 
broidery. 

What a charming school dress may be 
made of blue serge—waist and- skirt quite 


plain, the neck finished only with a plain stiff 
linen Eton collar and black four-in-hand tie! 
It is girlish, attractive and serviceable. 

It seems odd that in one season there 
should be such a difference of style—only 
the very high and the very low collars are 
really the fashion. The half-way, medium- 
height collar has no place at all in the pres- 
ent scheme of things. But, after all, the 
high collar suits the woman with the long 
neck, the low one suits her with the short 
neck, while the average woman may wear 
either that appeals to her fancy. As usual, 
Dame Fashion seems to have a reason.

yet come to Messiah; the heathen are 
not yet his inheritance; the uttermost 
parts of the earth are not yet his pos- 
session. Indeed, ‘as the Prophet de- 
clares, ‘“‘Darkness covers ‘the earth, 
and gross darkness the heathen.” 
When we remember our Redtemer’s 
love for the race, the love which led 
him to lay down his life ‘“‘to seek and.
